Soldiers who took part in i^vAiy ' 
American confiict since the Civil * 
War will join in the Memorial ' 
Day parade to form in froiK ot 
the CHy Hall at 9; 30 o'^ck | 
Saturday morning, May 30. / ^ 

Transportation has bd^n ar- | 
ranged for several Sierra Madre 
veterans of the Civil War, among 
them R. B. Seeley of 430 Manza- | 
nlta avenue and K. O. Nichols of 
49 West Olive street. 

Mr. Nichols enlisted in New 
Haven, Conn., in 1862, and parti¬ 
cipated In 32 engagements under 
Generals McClelland and Grant 
before he was mustered out in 
Petersburg, Virginia, in 186.'). Mr. 
Nichols served with the First 
Connecticut Heavy Artillery in the 
"Saven Days Battle,” the "Battle 
of Petersburg,” and "The Battle 
of York'town.’ His father and 
brother were also Civil War vet¬ 
erans. 

Mr. Seeley answered President 
Uncoln's first call for 75,000 men, 
serving in the 28th New York 
Infantry under Generals Pope and 
McClelland. He took part in the 
"Siege of Richmond,” "Antietam,” 
and at the "Battle of Bull Run." 
The veteran was wounded and 
captured at the "Battle of Cedar 
Mountain," where fighting was so 
intense that every officer in the 
engagement was either killed, 
wounded or captured. 

The entire personnel of Ameri¬ 
can Legion Post 297 will turn out 
for the parade Saturday morning, 
Commander Vincent Fleming has 
announced, and veterans of the 
Spanish-Ainerican and Mexican 
wars will join in the march to 
, Sierra Madre Cemetery. 

The newly organized Sierra 
Madre grammar school orchestra 
will play national strains for the 
marchers, and Boy Scouts from 
both troops will parade in uni¬ 
form, with their buglers. 

At the cemetery, individuals and 
organizations will join in decorat- 
* ing all the graves. The Friend¬ 
ship Club, American Legion Aux¬ 
iliary and various other religious 
and social groups will place flow¬ 
ers. 

After the Legion firing .squad 
sends a volley over the cemetery 
in honor of their comrades, par¬ 
ticipants will return to City Park, 
where Rev. E'ather Thomas tt.ar 
ter will lead impre.ssive memorial 
ceremonies. 

F. M. Eakman is to sing "The 
Trumpeter" when a wreath is 
placed on the bronze plaque in 
the park honoring Sierra Madre 
war dead. 

Woodrow VVil.son High School 
glee club will present a mu.sical 
program at the park service.s, in 
which prominent citizens and 
civic officials will deliver short 
addresses.

Thfc judicial council oS Ohio, after 
stduying the matter carefully, has 
published the opinion that if the 
present Ohio courts were properly 
coordinated, they would be suffi¬ 
cient to handle the legal business 
of 20 , 000,000 people—one-sixth of 
the entire population of the 
United States. . 

"Improvement in the courts and 
the machinery of the law cannot 
come soon enough now, no matter 
how soon it comes."

O NE of the cherished ambi¬ 
tions of every uome garden¬ 
er is to grow the beautiful dahlia. 
Dahlias are easily grown -they 
are propagated by tubers and by 
seeds. Seedlings are hybrids and 
all new varieties originate from 
seeds; the varieties are continued 
through the planting of tubers. 

Seeds may be planted in flats 
or boxes in a light soil, contain¬ 
ing considerable humus. Cover the 
seed about one-eighth inch with 
leaf mold. They -should be kept 
moist at all times, and the glass 
covering for the box will assist in 
holding the moisture until the 
seeds are germinated. When the 
sun shines, tip or raise the glass 
to allow a circulation of air, put-

ting the glass down again when 
the sun is gone. Transplant when 
they have their first or second 
rough leaves. Set them aliout 
three inches apart in flats and 
later tran.splant them to the gar¬ 
den. Trimming the rootlets at the 
time of transplanting will in¬ 
crease the root system. In grow¬ 
ing dahlias from seed there may 
be single, semi-doubles and 
doubles, depending largely upon 
the parent plants that produce 
the seed. 

One should not depend entirely 
upon dahlias from seed, but 
•should also plant tubers of named 
varieties. Plant them after the 
soil begins to warm In the spring.

Set the stakes first, then plant 
the tubers, the eye end witliin 
one or two inche.s of the stake 
and to a depth of five or six 
inches.

When the plants have grown to 
a height of about seven or eight 
inches, pinch out the tops to in¬ 
duce branching neear the ground 
To pi<Kluce large flowers, the 
plants must be disbudded. As a 
lateral or side branch grow.s, re¬ 
move the lateral.s as .soon as they 
appear at the leaf pairs on all 
joints, except the one neare.st the 
main stalk. 

Remove two buds at the term¬ 
inal, leaving but one. When the 
flower is fully opened remove It 
by cutting the lateral branch 
back to the first joint from the 
main stalk. This joint will grow 
two laterals, and they should be 
disbudded and disbranched in the 
.same way. 

To keep well the cut dahlias, 
scald one or two inches of the 
cut end of the srtem by holding it 
in hot or boiling water for about 
25 or 30 seconds. Then place 
in a deep ves.sel of water over 
night.

NEARLY A MILLION 
ADDED TO REVENUE 
OF FRUIT GROWERS 

Closing the first year of opara- 
tlon, the Citrus Distributing Plant 
of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, which .sells the loose 
fruit of Exchange members in the 
L<5 s Angeles market, reported a 
total of over 1,352,000 boxes of 
loose oranges, lemons and grape¬ 
fruit moved through the plant 
since May 1, 1930, according to 
Paul S. Armstrong, assistant gen¬ 
eral manager of the California 
Fruit Growers Association. Re¬ 
turns of $1,868,000 were obtained 
for the fruit sold through the 
plant. 

The report disclosed that 1,020,- 
000 loo.se boxes of oranges, 176,- 
000 loose boxes of lemons and 
1.55,000 loose txjxes of grapefruit 
were sold to Los Angeles fruit 
dealers. Converted to a packed 
box basis, total sales were shown 
to equal over 1,000,000 boxes, or 
the equivalent of 2,3(50 standard 
cars. 

I’uente's citrus packing houses 
are shipping 18 cars of Valencias 
a week, though the navel crop 
has not all gone out -the ship¬ 
pers holding back imtil Florida's 
crop has alxiut disappeared in 
tile Eastern markets.
